It appears that during the last inter- 
view between the King and Admiral 
du Fournet, the French Admiral in- 
formed King Constantine of the posi- 


tions the Allics proposed to occupy 
and it was agreed there should be no 
fighting on either side. 

Preparatory to Dec. 1, however, the 
Greek authorities took measures de- 
scribed’ as measures of safety, but 
which had certainly the effect of pro- 
ducing trouble. Reservists were called 
up and given uniforms and arms to 
bring them under authority but at the 
same time arms were distributed to 
other reservists who had no uniforms. 

Moreover Greek forces were sent 
to positions which Admiral ’du Four- 
net had indicated the Allies would oc- 
cupy, namely, the heights overlooking 
the Stadium and-the Zappeion grounds 
and building; Philopappas and the 
Observatory hills near the Acropolis; 
Rugos barracks, beyond Athens, Pi- 
raeus railway and other minor points. 

The outbreak began at the railway, 
apparently by accident, as both Allied 
and Greek contingents had orders not 
to fire. Shots were fired at the Allies 
and fighting began spreading from 
here across the hills to the Stadium 
heights and wood. Only about 2000 
men were under Admiral du Fournet’s 
orders and, according to the Greek 
press, at least 25,000 Greeks took part. 
The attack on the Zappeion building, 
an exhibition hall where a French de- 
tachment has for long been stationed, 
was utterly unexpected, machine guns 
opening fire from a hill in front on 
Admiral du Fournet and a group of 
officers standing outside the building. 

Six men immediately fell. The posi- 
tion became critical as from the gar- 
dens of the Royal Palace which lie 
behind the Zappeion a fusillade of ma- 
chine guns and rifles opened on the 
French rear. The French defended 
themselves with great vigor all day 
long, mounting machine guns on the 
roof. 

Philopappas and Observatory hills 
were the scene of a charge by Greeks 


who, in greatly supericr numbers, cap- 


tured some French marines. 

Late on Friday afternoon, Allied 
war vessels began shelling the hills 
from Keratsini Bay, several shells 
landing near the Royal Palace, while 
Entente Ministers were interviewing 
King Constantine. An armistice pro- 
posed during the day was finally ar- 
ranged in the evening after the fleet 
had begun to take part and then dur- 
ing the night and the following day 
came a disgraceful man-hunt for Veni- 
zelists who were dragged wounded and 
bound through the streets. General 
Jorokas and his wife and daughters 
were treated in this way, the crowd 
hooting and jeering them and so also 
were Venizelist editors and the Mayor 
of Athens. 

Now the position in Athens is that 
King Constantine, following the with- 
drawal of all Allied detachments to 
Piraeus, to be free of all restric- 
tions, has reappointed General Dous- 
manis and Colonel Metaxas and once 
more controls posts, telegraphs and 
railways. It would be quite easy now 
for the Greeks to attack the Balkan 
army in the rear or to march on Sal- 
onika and the position is extremely 
grave. 

Colonel Zimbrakakis, the Venizelist 
chief of the Athens police, has been 
arrested. 

Athens is full of rumors, one being 
that the Greeks will march on Piraeus, 
but the press, following the announce- 
ment that eight batteries would be de- 
livered to the Entente Powers, de-

GOVERNOR WILL 
START INQUIRY 
ON FOOD PRICES 


| Mr. McCall Paes That He: 
Will Appoint a Special Investi- 
gating Commission Which Will 
Report to Legislature 


Govehnor McCal lannounced today 
that he will appoint a special com- 
mission to investigate the high cost of 
living, and he hopes to make known 
the names of the members tomorrow. 
It is thought that the commission will 
hold hearings throughout the State 


and report its findings shortly after 
the Legislature opens in January. 

Simultaneously with the Governor's 
announcement of his intentions to 
name a commission, Attorney-General 
Attwill began an investigation of the 
practices of certain cold storage 
plants, which have been charged with 
violating the cold storage laws of the 
State. 

“They can take up any subtest that 
seems pertinent to the investigation,” 
said Governor McCall of his‘ special 
commission today. He added that the 
results of the investigation would be 
laid before the Legislature in one form 
or another, and that he had thought 
that four weeks might see the investi- 
gation pretty well completed. 

“It is likely to be discovered that 
a great many of the prices of the 
necessaries of life are fixed by the law 
of supply and demand, and it is also 
possible that a great many may not 
be,” he added. “I believe it is well to 
inquire into the subject. The situa- 
tion is one that demands an investi- 
gation.” 

Announcement of the investigation 
of the cold storage situation was made 
following a conference between the at- 
torney-general, former Representative

nary complexity and difficulty. Al- 
most ever since the beginning of the 
war a section of the press has given 
voice to criticisms of the Prime Min- 
ister. which at times have been little 
short of libelous. 

At no time, as a matter of fact, has 
the country felt particularly satisfied 
with the conduct of the war. Still it 
has been recognized that, owing to the 
hopelessly unprepared condition of 
the country the ministers were not 
altogether to blame, except inasmuch 
as their tenure of office for the eight 


years previous to the outbreak of the 


war made them so. 

Uf late, however, the feeling of dis- 
satisfaction has been growing steadily, 
and it has been fanned by irritating 
incidents, such as that, insignificant 
in itself, of the raid of the German 
destroyers in the Channel. 

All this dissatisfaction seems to 
have culminated over the condition 
of affairs in Ireland, the plight of Ru- 
mania, and the crisis in Greece. 

Lord Northcliffe. who has never 
spared the ministry. and whose great 
paper, The Times, has been already 
once unsuccessfully prosecuted, has 
recently developed a new attack upon 
the ministers along the lines which 
seem to indicate that he is in posses- 
sion of information which, if the cen- 
sors would permit him to publish it, 
would justify the present agitation. 

In this way the tide seems to have 

set against the Prime Minister. and the 
reason that he has been so long able to 
retain his position is attributable less ° 
to confidence in him personally than 
to want of confidence in any fresh 
ministry which could be formed. 
; A considerable section of the Liberal 
party, for example, has entirely lost 
confidence in him, and this is very 
largely owing to his failure to grapple 
with the drink question. 

If this party were to join with the 
ultra-conservative element, the Prinie 
Minister could hardly maintain his 
position for a moment, but little as 
this section of the Liberal party is 
inclined to support him, it is ‘still 
less inclined to give its support to Mr. 
Lloyd George. 

The simple fact is that the Secre- 
tary of State for War has a much 
stronger following in the country than 
in the House of Commons, where his 
influence has never been so strong as 
over the constituencies, and the idea 
of a Lloyd George-Carson-Churchill 
combination is beyond words distaste- 
ful to this particular Liberal group. 

The substitution of Mr. Bonar Law 
for Sir Edward Carson in a Lloyd 
George war directory would be re- 
garded sympathetically by this group, 
but Mr. Bonar Law has himself by no 
means the same strong following, in 
the more combatiye conservative 
ranks, as has Sir Edward Carson. 

Still there are signs, and unmis- 
takable signs, that an effort has been 
made to separate the conduct of the 
war from the ordinary government of 
the country, and that there is a party, 
of which Mr. Lloyd.George is perhaps 
the chief spokesman, which would like 
to see the formation of a Counéil re- 
sponsible for the war but not respons- 
ible to the Cabinet. 

From such a Council, it is under- 
stood, its supporters would wish to 
exclude Mr. Asquith, and it is just 
here that Mr. Asquith’s own quarrel 
with the agitation becomes inevitable, 
since a contro! of the war, in which 
the Prime Minister had no part, is an 
almost inconceivable proposal. 

If there were a man outside the 
regular parties to which the country 
felt it could turn, it is possible that 
that man would be callec upon by the 
voice of the céuntry. As a matter of 
fact, however, all possible choices 
seem to lie within the ranks of the 
regular political parties, and as a re- 
sult public sentiment is crystalizing 
along the lines of conferring wider 
powers on Sir John JeNicoe and Sir 
William Robertson. Indeed, it is fairiy 
clear that it was with some idea of this 
sort that Sir John was brought from 
the grand fleet to London. 

That Mr. Asquith will not agree to

Brougham made excellent acting 
versions of Dickens’ “‘Dombey & Son,” 
“David Copperfield,” and “Bleak 
House.” He wrote melodramatic thrill- 
ers, like “The Pirates of the Missis- 
sippi,”’ which drew better for a time 
than Shakespeare’s plays. He dab- 
bled in many sorts of romantic stage 
fiction, all purely topical, all now for- 
gotten. He is remembered by old play- 
goers best for his witty burlesques 
of “Metamora” and Custis’ ‘“Poca- 
hontas,” the best of the Indian plays 
which he found so popular when he 
came to the United States. In writ- 
ing these burlesques Brougham served 
the .rise of the national drama by 
hastening with ridicule the discarding 
of the school of romantic fustian which 
had been almost the sole’ dramatic 
product of the Nineteenth Century in 
| the United States. 

Though filled with topical allusions, 
“Pocahontas” makes amusing reading 
today, and must have been extremely 
droll as acted by Brougham, who was a 
great farceur and mimic, and such fine 
comedians as Walcot, Stoddart and 
Peters. Brougham had a genius for 
punning that would have admitted 
him hors concours to the circle of 
Elizabethan dramatists. After the 
opening chorus, sung by the Tuscarora 
court, Powhatan, the King, remarks, 
“Well roared indeed; my jolly Tusca- 
roras. Most loyal corps, your King 
encores the chorus.” The King opens 
proceedings by repealing all the laws 
he made, the day before. His removal

Mallet’s classes, it was necessary 
to grasp thoroughly the fundamentals ~ 
of French pantomime, whith differs es- 
sentially from the more emotional and 
highly colored art of the Italians and 
the noisier, heavier English burlesque 
that is sometimes called pantomime. 

“Only the French have as yet devel- 
oped a pantomime which has useful 
ideas for the American teacher of dra- 
matic art,” says Mr. Gilbert. “The pan- 
tomime of other nations is generally 
marred by too much music—a fault 
which the French do not commit. In 
the original ‘L’Enfant’ the muaic was-

His run of 70 yards 
for a touchdown, which was not 
allowed on account of tripping by 
another player, was one of the most 
spectacular runs ever made on a foot- 
ball field. He is not as speedy or 
powerful as some other halfbacks, but 
he has an ability at dodging and shak- 
ing off tacklers who have succeeded 
in getting their hands on him not 
equaled by any other eastern back 
this fall.

KANSAS CITY, Mo. —Thanksgiv- 
ing Day brought the final games in the 
1916 football season of the Missouri 
Valley Conference, but failed to settle 
positively the race for championship 
honors. Two teams, Missouri Uni- 
versity and Nebraska University, are 
tied in the percentages for first place,. 
and any decision between them must 
be based on more or less doubtful con- 
clusions as to the relative value of dif- 
ferent games. 

The general verdict is in favor of 
Missouri for first rank in the confer- 
ence, but it must be admitted that 
there are two sides to the question. At 
first glance, Missouri seems surely the 
deserving team... This because on 
Thanksgiving Day Missouri went to 
Lawrence, Kan., and decisively de- 
feated Kansas University by a score of 
13 to 0; while a week previous to this 
Kansas won a clean-cut 7 to 3 victory 
over Nebraska at Lincoln. This is, in 
fact, the thing which is cited by the 
majority which concedes the M. V. C. 
championship to Missouri. 

Nebraska partisans cited, in the at- 
tempt to offset this, that Nebraska de- 
feated Ames by a score of 3 to 0, and 
Ames played Missouri a 0 to 0 tie at 
Columbia. Also, that Nebraska de- 
feated the Kansas State Agricultural 
College by a score of 24 to 0, and then 
later the Kansas Aggies in their turn 
won from Missouri by a score of 7 to 6. 
These two lines of argument are 
weaker than the others ‘merely be- 
cause the games which favor. Ne- 
braska were played in the earlier 
parts of the season, and are, therefore, 
to be discounted as data for determin- 
ing the end of the season strength of 
the teams. 

The rankings in the M. V. C., other 
than those of the two leaders, are easy 
to make. The lowa Aggies from Ames 
take third place with a percentage of 
.666. Ames lost to Nebraska 3 to 0, 
tiell Missouri 0 to 0, defeated Kansas. 


'by a score of 13 to 0 early in the 


season and completed her season by 
winning from Drake University of Des 
Moines at Des Moines Thanksgiving 
Day by a score of 33 to 14. 

The Kansas Aggies rank fourth, 
having defeated Missouri 7 to 6, tied 
Kansas University 0*to 0 and lost, to 
Nebraska 24 to 0. 

In fifth place is Kansas University, 
which lost to Ames and Missouri and 
tied with the K. S. A. C., but which 
won a brilliant 7 to 3 victory over 
Nebraska.

Nebraska defeateu 
Drake 53 to 0, Missouri defeated Drake 
14 to 0. However, it was pointed out 
that Drake played Nebraska two weeks 
after beginning practice and Missouri 
well toward the close of the season.

pionship standing, having played only 
two eonference games, against Mis- 
souri and Drake, and having lost both 
for a percentage of zero. 
, The season which has just ended 
has been called the most successful 
the Missouri Valley Conference has 
had in a financial way and in the 
closeness and interest aroused by the 
battle for the Valley title.

LORRAINE COAL 
AND IRON MINES

PARIS, France—In their preface to 
the work of M. Maurice Alfassa, en- 
titled “The Lorraine Iron and Coal 
Fields, After the War,” General Malle- 
terre and M. André Lebon insist 


that the peace treaty should give to 
France the whole basin of the coal 
and iron mines in Lorraine. 

The day, writes General Malleterre, 
when Germany, defeated in her dream 
of establishing a hegemony, is forced 
to give up what she has unjustly ac- 
quired, the peace conference will de- 
cide upon the guarantees and condi- 
tions which the Allies must impose 
upon her to prevent a return of such 
catastrophes. These guarantees will 
be of three kinds: Political, economic, 
and military. The Lorraine basin falls 
under the economic guarantees which 
are indispensable. Maurice Alfassa, 
like M. Engerand and M. de Launay, 
shows unquestionably that there must 
be no German industrial monopoly be- 
tween the Sarre and the Moselle. We 
soldiers demand other guarantees, he 
says. The time to announce them has 
not come, but they may be summed 
up in a short phrase which leaves 
full scope for political guarantees: 
Not a single German soldier to remain 
on the left bank of the Rhine. 

M. André Lebon develops the sub- 
ject further, saying: It is a vital eco- 
nomic and political necessity for 
France herself, and for the whole 
world, that she should again become 
mistress of the coal basin of the Sarre 
and of the iron mines of Lorraine, and 
that if the quality or quantity of the

PARTICULARS 
OF THE MUTINY 
AT SINGAPORE

LONDON, England — According to 
the recently issued report of Mr. W. 
George Maxwell, Acting Colonial 
Secretary, Straits Settlements, Ger- 
man prisoners of war were in no way 
connected with the Singapore mutiny, 
which occurred on Feb. 15, 191y 
There is no reason to believe, he says, 
hat the German prisoners in the 
risoners of War Camp were parties 
to the mutifiy. German money and 
German agents doubtless supported 
the seditionist movement, both before 
and during the war. If any German 
prisoner of war at Tanglin could find 
any opportunity of talking to one of 
the sentries of the Fifth Light In- 
fantry, and if he could get over the 
difficulty of finding.a common lan- 
guage (for few of the Fifth Light In- 
fantry could speak Malay, the ordi- 
nary language in Singapore of con- 
versation with an Indian) he would 
doubtless have seized the opportunity 
of saying all that he could against the 
British and for the Germans. But 
opportunities must have. been few. 
No money that could even be sus- 
pected of coming from alien sources 
was found on any one of the hun- 
dreds of men who surrendered. No 
letters were found amongst their ef- 
fects, or in the post, that showed any 
enemy influence. It is established 
that the prisoners of war were terri- 
fied when the mutineers had left. It 
was afterwards shown that the pris- 
oners of war, had for some time been 
constructing a tunnel, which on the 
day of the mutiny was only a yard 
short of the line of the barbed wire 
and would have 
reached the surface on the following 
day, affording thereby an easy means 
of escape under cover of night. It 
can hardly be believed that the pris- 
oners who constructed, and so near- 
ly completed, that tunnel, had any ex- 
pectation of release as the result of a 
mutiny.

WNAL BANK [USUAL HOLIDAY QUIET PERIOD’ 
Me aoc SEEN’ IN LOCAL SHOE MARKET 


The holiday season affects the local 
shoe market much the same way each 
year, as seen in a general diminishing 
of activity, and, in fact, strict atten- 
tion to things mercantile. Footwear 
business during this period is more 
or less stspended. This traditional 
annual feature is asserting itself not- 
withstanding market conditions are 
most inflated both in point of prices 
and demand. 

Tuaé situation from hides to finished 
footwear is exceedingly acute, for 
there is not a question ‘with keen ob- 
servers, that all prices, whatever the 
commodity may be, have been pushed 
along the upward scale at a pace 
which has placed them continually 
ahead of fair valuations. 

War demands have stimulated ac- 
tivity, consumed vast stores of hides, 
leather and other footwear maierial, 
also supplied employment to many. 

The shoe business has in certain 
ways become farcical, but merchants 
are in no condition to retaliate even 
‘though it may be ever so apparent 
that prices are forced beyond figures 
which should cover a proper increase 
in shoe material due to war demands. 

This phase of the footwear situ- 
ation does not reflect so much upon 
the attitude of the shoe manufacturers 
as the tanners and dealers of finished 
leather. There is little question but 
that prices of all shoe material justi- 
fies a liberal portion of the high values 
set today by the local shoe merchants. 
New price lists submitted by 12 of the 
leading shoe manufacturers in which 
were mentioned the popular grades 
from men’s, to infants’, compared with 
September prices, show an adavance 
from 15c to $2 a pair. 

Three decline to name prices unless 
they hold stock which an order calls 
for. So far as the producers are con- 
cerned they are, with some exceptions, 
acting within the scope of prudence. 

The situation, however critical it 
may be, shows no sign of abating and 
can hardly be expected to, while the 
hides and skins are controlled by the 
few, to whom all tanners have to go, 
and pay a price dictated by them, and 
advertised as market rates.

Bags, Muffs and Toques Appear in Odd Shapes

PARIS, France—As is well known, | 
one of the most prominent features | 
of the winter’s fashions is the exten- | 
sive use of plush;. and this material | 
is nowher¢ more successfully em-'| 
ployed than in the making of the three 
or four-piece sets which form such 
charming accessories to the fashion- 
able toilette. These’ sets consist of a 
toque, collar and muff, and often a 
pretty bag as well, to be used with 
the tailor dresses so much in vogue. 
Many different designs are made and 
the set shown in the accompanying 
sketch is one of the prettiest and 
most practical, because of the large 
stole which can either he worn so as 
to entirely envelop the upper part of 
the figure, like a shawl, or be worn 
double like a scarf. The shape of 
this stole is perfectly straight and 
about 144 yards long at its longest 
edge, which is worn next the face, 
the lower edge being a few inches 
shorter, so that the ends hang in a, 
straight line across the front, below 
the waist. 

A lovely seal plush is used, with a 
matching satin lining.

Flavored Catsups and Vinegars 


The addition of extra ingredients 
often gives a special flavor to the 
winter catsups and vinegars which 
serve as the basis for sauces. Here 
are a few special combinations which 
give a piquancy to the ordinary mix-

Oyster Catsup-——-Chop 1 quart, of 
oysters and cook them in their own 
liquor with 2 teacups of cider vine- 
gar, skimming the top as it forms. 
Let boil 3 minutes, strain through 
a cloth, then return the liquor to the 
fire and add 1 tablespoon of salt, 1 
teaspoon of cayenne pepper, and 1 tea- 
spoon of mace. Boil 15 minutes, and, 
when cold, bottle for use, sealing the 
corks. 

Mushroom Catsup— Pick over, wash, 
drain and lay 2 quarts of mush- 
rooms and % pound of salt in 
an earthenware pan, in alternate lay- 
ers.

It means that, 
if the Allies win the present war, the gate of the Near 
Kast will be held by the Cossack instead of the Ottoman, 
and that a new era will have begun in the city of 
Constantine. 


Congress in Session 


THE second, or short, session of the Sixty-fourth 
Congress of the United States of America assembled at 
the Capitol in Washington, D. C., yesterday. The Presi- 
dent will address a joint meeting of the Houses today, 
indicating, and briefly outlining, the legislation which, to 
him, appears necessary or urgent. The session cannot 
exceed three months in duration, since the Congress 
expires, by constitutional limitation, at noon of March 5, 
1917. ‘The first, or long session, assembled on Dec, 6, 
1915, and adjourned on Sept. 8, 1916, thus extending 
through a period of nine months, or three times as long 
as it is possible for the present session to hold sittings. 
A large part of the first session was given over to,pre- 
paredness legislation, though more than once the regular 
proceedings were interrupted by consideration of matters 
growing out of the European war. During the session 
the President appeared before Congress three. times, and 
on each occasion he touched upon matters of grave con- 
cern to the natiqgn. On Dec. 7 he read his annual mes- 
sage, which dwelt upon the urgent need of a larger meas- 
ure of national defense; on April 19 he read a special 
message on the submarine crisis, and on Aug. 29 he read 
a second special message asking the immediate enactment 
of legislation to avert a threatened nation-wide railroad 
strike. 5 

These extraordinary matters greatly delayed consid- 


eration of measures identified with thé regular Admin- 


istration program, and operated to’ postpone the dis- 
position of a great deal of business that otherwise might 
have been transacted. But, these measures aside, the 
record of the, long session was, in many respects, a 
remarkable and a creditable one. During the presidential 
campaign, which entered upon its active stage with the 
final adjournment of the session, much severe criticistn 
was directed, by the opposition, toward the character of 
main, this was most 
unjust, and the decision of the electorate indicated clearly 
that the country so regarded it. Not in years had a more 
earnest effort been made in Congress to achieve results 
in line with the progressive thought of the nation. 

Of course, much legislation that had been planned 
had to be abandoned, for the session. when the measures 
were in a more or less advanced stage. This legislation 
is now turned over to the shert session. Only a frac- 
tion of it can be put through before the adjournment 
sine die. Included in this fraction, however, is legisla- 
tion which the President, in hts message today, will proba- 
bly pronounce urgent, notably that concerning the rela- 
tions between the railroads and their employees, corrupt 
practices, foreign commerce, Porto Rico, and so on. 

But, if no time is wasted, much may be accomplished 
in the way of clearing the tables. Aside from the legisla- 
tion considered most urgent, there are pressing for atten- 
tion the proposed suffrage and prohibition amendments, 


* and bills relating to prohibition in the District of Colum- 


bia, immigration, waterways and water power, voca- 
tional education, a United States University, gasoline 
investigation, misbranded goods, railway regulation, 


motion-picture regulation, and the various military and. 


naval and general appropriation or supply measures. 

Plainly, if nothing more than the pressing. business 
already in sight comes before it for disposition, the short 
session will have all it can well attend to in the limited 
time at its disposal., And it is not at all reasonable to 
suppose that, in days like the present, consideration of 
matters entirely outside of a prepared program can be 
avoided. In the last session, as has been noted, it became 
necessary for the President to deliver two special mes- 
sages to Congress. The subject, in each instance, was 
developed long after the assembling of that body, one 
when it had been in session nearly four, the other when 
it had been at work nearly nine months. One had to 
do with external, the other with internal affairs. Rut 
there were niany times, during the long session, when 
Congress, without the executive's initiatiye, was on the 
point of responding to public sentiment and dealing with 
external matters on its own account. 

There is nothing’ to encourage the belief that no 
difficulty in this respect.will be encountered in: the pres- 
ent session, especially with reference to questions arising 
from the European conflict. Because of the increased 
activity of the submarine, and the boldness of some of 


its adventures in Western waters, the European war 


impinges far more closely ‘upon the interests of the 
United States now than it did a year ago. Although it 
will be short, the second session of the Sixty-fourth Con- 
gress may be a memorable one. ! : 


Bright Outlook in Peru 


Wuart Sefior Mira Quesada, editor of El Comercio 
of Lima, says of trade relations, present and prospective, 
between the United States and South Amerjea, is iterest- 
ing, but is lacking in freshness. The points he makes have 
been gone over and over in recent months. It should be 
plain to the business men of the great northern republic 
by this time that the business men of the southern repub- 
lics will do business in their own way, or not at all. The 
rest 1s a matter of adjustment. 

Sefior Quesada is more instructive when he talks about 
his own country. He says that the people of Peru are 
now enjoying a sense of tranquillity and calm,- and that 
existing favorable conditions bid fair to continue. This 
is welcome news. Peru and all other South American 
nations suffered greatly from the interruption of interna- 
tional commercial intercourse which. followed the out- 
break of the European war. Depression was prevalent. 
There was no demand for. the products of the country, 
foreign capital was withdrawn, enterprise was suspended, 
unemployment was general. It required months to 
reverse the backward and downward trend of things. 


Peru, in common with its neighbors, and not unlike Can- - 


ada, had to learn to do for itself what it had always 
expected others to do for it. 

Today Peru is fairly prosperous again. It is moving 
toward something better than a boom period, toward 
stability. It has good government. Its banking institu- 
tions are sound and progressive. There are no political 
storihs in sight. 
Investors 
are many and investments are safeguarded. The outlook 
in all fields of activity and honest endeavor is bright. 

If the United States does not become better acquainted 
commercially with Peru as a result of Peru’s oft- 
expressed desire to become better acquainted with the 
United States, that, perhaps, is something to be regretted 
on both sides. But, regardless of business relations 
between the two countries, the United States is big enough 
to be glad that Peru is advancing in all that makes for 
the comfort, prosperity and happiness of its own people. 


The Coming of Winter 


WINTER has a way of stealing so silently upon the 
world that its approach is scarcely noted. Its coming 
is‘of a gentle nature, and is, perhaps, more structural 
than we generally realize; indeed, the period which covers 
the last days of autumn and early days of winter is, 
although making no outward show of activity, the busiest 
season of the year, the season when preparation is at its 
height. Nature has, as it were, no time to spare upon 
the launching of dramatic effects, since this is the moment 
of silent withdrawals, of sealings up and packings, of 
making: all taut and weather-tight for the midwinter 
months. Midwinter is literally nothing but a space of 


rest and quiet for the green things of the countryside, — 


and it is no more a time of depression than is the spring, 
for winter holds the spring in its lap. Winter is, in fact, 
full of life and promise. : 

Preparations for this are now fairly complete and the 
refined loveliness that is spreading itself over the face of 
the earth may be said to mark the true beginning of 
winter. The moment rivals in beauty the moré gorgeous 


' seasons of the year, and it brings with it a most comfort- 


ing sense of permanence. Some of its magic is its sense 
of leisure, that wider sense that neither spring, summer, 
nor. autwmn possesses in full, the reassurance that the 
landscape will be as beautiful tomorrow and the next day 
as it is today, for the beauty of winter is deliberate, 
marvelously so, and peaceful beyond comparison. 

When the last leaf has been shed and a pavement of 
brown and yellow, of tawny reds and emerald greens is 
laid throughout the woods, the countryside may be said 
to open up. Then the long enfolding lines are disclosed, 
contours become visible, and from their great shoulders 


down to their feet in.the valleys, the formations of the , 


hills can be traced; gray bowlders that were almost lost 
to view in the exuberant davs of summer stand out 
sharply, with, even yet, in many places, a fringe of fiery 
blueberry bushes beside them. The grass, close cropped 
and crisp, clings to the ground like a cloak and enhances 


the severity of its outline. Trees that grow upon the 


high places form miniatures against the sky, every copse 
and wood makes its own distinct patch of purplish grey 
or warm brown, and the streams wind their courses in 
full view, tracing silver threads among the deep banks 
in the low ground. From the heights we see the ponds, 
acres of water mirroring the immaculate skies, stretch- 
ing, from rim to rim, in great sheets of turquoise, while 
even their sandy borders and islands, widened because of 
the long spell of dry weather, are conspicuous from above. 
Coverings are, in fact, all torn off. Barriers are pulled 
down. Screens which in'summer hid the distant country 
vanish, and the eye can travel unobstructed over hill and 
dale. Broad landscapes, of which we caught only glimpses 
in.leaf time, spread out before-us, plane upon plane, away 
to the far horizon, and we seem to breathe more freely 
in ‘the new largesse. Curiously ehough the scenes of 
the last winter seem always to have been left sufficiently 
far behind for the newly opened prospects to appear 
as fresh and fortunate discoveries, or, at -least, as 
old familiar things, long lost sight of. Spring car- 
ries with it the same blessed feeling of surprise, of revela- 
tion, so miraculous is the profusion of the earth which 
supplies, with both hands, loveliness that falls like the rain 
both on the just and on the unjust! ~ : 

The coloring of these early winter days is delicate but 
Keen and decided, it has zest, more zest than summer.

Notes ‘and Comments 


It 1s no less deplorable than reprehenstble that, at a 
time when the Government at Washington is called upon 
to, deal with so many delicate international questions and 
situations, news communicated to newspapers from the 
capital should often be purposely indexed in headlines 
sO as to convey to the reader, for the sake of sensation, 
an impression entirely at variance with the facts. There 
have been many instanees of tl‘s kind lately, among 
them one particularly glaring, with regard to Boston. 
All are inexcusable and “hurtful. and should be forbid- 
den by responsible editors, if for no other reason than 
that they are embarrassing, as well as offensive, to the 
national Administration. 


MANY years ago a French publisher was consumed 
with a desire to give Paris the opportunity of reading “A 
Tale of Two Cities” in French. He consequently caused a 
French translation to be made. Years later an enter- 
prising English translator, who it is to be hoped knew | 
more about the French language than he did about 
Dickens, was seized with the desire to translate so splen- 
did a story into English. Not only did he do this, but 
he actually offered it for publication. It is to be sus- 
pected that the ancient proverb about the parent not know- 
ing its own child, would have received a remarkable illus- 
tration if the great novelist had come across the final 
English version. 


SOME years later a well-known English dramatist 
produced a stage version of the famous novel, which 
he entitled “All for Her,” an entirely different play, be 
it said, from that so frequently produced today, under 
the name of “The Only Way.” In “All for Her” the 
French Revolution became the Jacobite conspiracy of 
'45, though the denouement worked out in the same way 
as in the original novel. Now comes the news that 
another enterprising publisher has conceived the idea of 
converting “All for Her” into book form, and causing it 
to be rewritten by a modern novelist, who is to give the 
story to the public in a manner the publisher thinks it will 
really appreciate. As a literary enterprise this has prob- 
ably not been equaled, since the inimitable Mr. Crummles, 
having bought a pump, engaged Nicholas Nickleby to
